Ky, who is urging the return of U.S. troops to South Viet­ 
nam, spoke for 25 minutes, but his talk was interrupted a 
number of times by heckling and catcalls. A number of 
students chanted “Ho, Ho, Ho Chi Minh” and carried signs 
reading “Ky is a Killer” and “Out of South Vietnam Fore­ 
ver.” 
Following the speech, Ky said he would entertain 
questions from the audience. But the first question, raising 
the allegation he was involved in heroin sales in South 
Vietnam, upset him so much that he left, under heavy guard 
from university police.

Crew members Gerald Endler and Charles Elmendorf 
also sustained slight burns in the blast. 
The explosion occured during filming of a sequence in­ 
volving blasts beneath the domes of a 23rd Century city, and 
one of them apparently went off in the wrong place.

Ceccato Wednesday announced he will resign when his 
contract expires in 1977. dealing a severe blow to the or­

Action 
for Children’s Television 
also asked the government 
to go to court to halt one 
particular ad campaign

Man.” 
The Boston-based group

Pharmaceutical Corp.

It said the commercials, 
begun on TV in the New York 
area and appearing in print 
elsewhere in the country. 
Act’s Effect Studied 


County Voting Rights Unaffected 


How will Collin County be 
affected, if at all, by the 1975 
amendment to the Voting 
Rights 
Act, 
requiring 
communities to adjust their 
election procedures, under 
certain circumstances, 
to 
provide special assistance to 
minority voters? 
To what extent have the 
changes in the immigration 
law, made in 1965, brought 
this situation to the fore? 
The 
revisions, 
which 
eliminated 
the 
existing 
immigration quotas, led to a 
record inflow of foreign-born 
into this country. Although 
most of the newcomers have 
become sufficiently familiar 
with the English language to 
vote intelligently, some have 
not. 
They are to be assisted 
under the r*»w regulations, 
which come into play where 


more than five percent of the 
voting age population are

of

less than half the citizens of 
voting age cast ballots in the 
1972 Presidential election 
and where the illiteracy rate 
is more than 4.6 percent.

University Women supports 
all eight propositions of the 
revised Texas Constitution 
which citizens will be voting 
on Nov. 4th. The new Con­ 
stitution is an easy-to-read, 
well 
balanced 
and 
un­ 
derstandable document of 
only 17,500 words, compared 
to the present one which has 
63,000 
words 
and 
220 
amendments. 
Judge 
Robert 
C alvert 
says, “In spite of the fact 
that it has been amended 220 
times, it still authorizes the 
governor to call out the 
militia to put down Indian 
uprisings, 
directs 
the 
legislature to provide aid to 
indigent 
and 
disabled 
Confederate soldiers and 
sailors, 
allows 
the 
legislature to create new 
counties from unorganized 
territory, declares railroads 
to be public highw ays, 
allows counties to establish 
poor farms and “manual 
labor poor houses,” allows 
freeholders 
to 
vote 
on 
special cattle brand laws, 
prohibits persons under 21 
from voting and provides 
four-year term s for in­ 
spectors 
of 
hides 
and 
animals.” 
The proposed new Con­ 
stitution not only retains the 
Bill of Rights in full but 
contains 
the 
following 
provisions: 
Proposition I contains the 
Separation 
of 
Pow ers 
A rticle, 
the 
Legislative 
Article and the Executive 
Article which are so in­ 
terdependent they cannot be 
voted on separately. Article 
II is similar to the 1876 
Constitution ^>nly the wor­ 
ding for separating powers is 
updated. 
Article III has three major 
changes; requires single 
member districts to conform 
with recent court decisions;

Proposition 2 the Judiciary

“unified” judicial system,

circuit courts under the 
Supreme Court. All judges 
will still be elected by the 
people. This article would 
im prove 
judicial 
ad ­ 
ministration and increase 
the efficiency of our court 
system 
by 
balancing 
caseloads. 
Proposition 3 on Voter 
Qualifications and Elections 
states that every 18-year-old 
and over who is not mentally 
incompetent, as declared by 
court, or in prison, on parol 
or probation, may register to 
vote. It guarantees a secret 
ballot. 
Proposition 4 the Article 
on Education, provides that 
the state must furnish each 
individual 
an 
equal 
educational opportunity, but 
it also allows local enrich­ 
ment with no limitation. It 
creates a Higher Education 
Fund, not to exceed IO cents 
on the $100 valuation to

perm anent 
im ­ 
provements to those schools 
not in the UT or A&M 
systems. 
Proposition 5 on Finance 
puts all provisions con­

constitution and introduces 
twelve new ones.

with present-day govern­ 
ment problems. 
It allows the voters of a 
county to grant ordinance- 
making powers to their 
governing body; allows the

offices 
and

county offices; 
it cannot 
abolish the county com ­ 
mission, but the voters can

of

control is given to local 
citizens by lowering the 
population requirement for 
home-rule cities from 5000 to

It provides for in­ 
tergovernm ental 
cooper­ 
ation. 
Proposition 
7 
is

General Provisions article 
and is a 
“catch-all” for 
provisions that don’t fit 
anywhere 
else. It retains 
much of what is traditional 
in Texas. 
It prohibits forced sale of 
homesteads and maintains 
the com m unity property 
system for both spouses. It 
prohibits garnishm ent of 
wages, preserves the system 
of local option elections for 
sale of alcoholic beverages.

lotteries, 
and 
provides for a retirement 
system 
for teachers and 
other public employees. 


The 
new 
provisions 
require protection of the 
environm ent as a state 
policy and that beaches on 
the seaward shore of the

t r u s t . 
Discrimination against the 
handicapped is prohibited, 
and a 
goal of adequate 
health 
care 
for

resident is established as 
state policy. 


Proposition 8 is on the 
Mode of Amending. The only 
substantive change is that it 
requires that the question of 


whether to call a Con­ 
stitutional Convention be 
subm itted to the voters 
every 30 years.

On a different aspect of the 
proposed constitution, there 
are two provisions in the new 
constitution contained in 
Proposition No. I that should 
also increase the efficiency 
and 
accountability 
of

concern the m any sta te 
b oards and agen cies in 
Texas. Under the present 
constitution, once someone 
is appointed to a board, he 
often cannot be removed by 
anyone and quite often is 
accountable to no one! In 
the proposed 
constitution, 
appointees to boards and 
agencies may be removed 
for cause by the governor 
unless the removal is vetoed 
by the state senate 
Also, 
there is a provision which 
says that 
the legislature 
must renew the life of many 
sta te agencies every 
lit 
years or they will cease to 
exist. This 
will 
probably 
mean that many of the ex 
pensive and useless boards 
with which the state is now 
am ply provided will 
be 
dissolved under this review 
system 
The examples of increased 
governm ental 
efficiency 
that are contained in this 
letter resulting 
from 
the 
adoption of the new con­ 
stitution are just some of 
many I believe that anyone 
in favor of good government 
in Texas should vote "yes

Is ILC’s Work 


Bv DAN CARMICHAEL 
DALLAS (UPI) - The 
International Linguistics 
Center is working hard on 
one goal: to put itself out of 
business. 
When it succeeds in giving 
written form to the world’s 
unwritten languages, its 
work will be complete. But 
the task won’t be done soon, 
for there are still nearly 
3,000 languages known only 
to the ear and it can take 
eight to 20 years to tran­ 
scribe just one. 
The ILS occupies a 110- 
acre campus on a scenic 
p la te a u 
o v e r lo o k in g 
Mountain Creek valley in 
southwest Dallas. It serves 
as 
headquarters 
and 
training center for linguists 
deployed in 26 countries. 
Sometimes described as 
“a Peace Corps with wings 
and a soul,” ILC is a Texas 
subsidiary of the Wycliffe 
Bible Translators and its 
scientific and academ ic 
affiliate, 
the 
Summer 
Institute of 
L inguistics. 
Wycliffe’s goal is to tran­ 
slate the Bible into every 
language in the world by the 
year 2000. 
The organization employs 
3,500 persons, working under 
contract 
on 
scientific 
research in more than 600 
previously unwritten lang­ 
uages. Funded by donations 
from 
individuals 
and 
churches, ILC trains nearly 
300 young volunteers a year 
toward its goals. 
In addition to preparing 
for the language work, 
representatives 
undergo 
three m onths of jungle 
survival training in Mexico, 
the Himalayan mountains or 
Africa. 
Dr. Rudolf A. Renter, 
Executive Director of ILC 
Inc., says Dallas was chosen 
as headquarters because of 
its central U.S. location and 
“we feel it is a dynamic city 
with a growing international 
dimension. 
Sociologically, 


there is a good climate here 
for our kind of work. 
“ People here 
have 
a 
philanthropic, scientific and 
spiritual dimension to be 
interested in our mission.” 
Renter, an Army chaplain 
during World War II, says 
the work ILC does is ex­ 
tensive. “We’re one of the 
forem ost 
scientific 
and 
linguistic organizations in 
the world,” he says. “We 
don’t stop at producing basic 
docum ents. 
We 
have 
massive literacy programs, 
bilingual education, health, 
com m unity 
developm ent 
and agricultural programs 
as w ell.” 
ILC’s 
D allas 
center 
opened in 1972, and has since 
expanded 
and 
signed 
an 
agreem ent 
with 
the 
U niversity 
of T exas 
at 
A rlington 
e sta b lish in g 
academic ties. 
Translators must study a 
tribe’s customs, get to know 
the leaders, learn to master 
the language, scientifically 
describe the sound and 
gram m ar 
system , 
then 
transcribe it into written 
form. Finally, they must 
teach the new written form 
of the language to the people 
who use it. 
The 
process 
includes 
production of dictionaries, 
scien tific 
papers 
and 
literacy materials. 
The total program 
has 
been 
com pleted 
in 
20 
languages. About 500 have 
undergone transcription to 
written 
form . 
B asic 
literature production has 
begun in others, which in­ 
cludes 
the 
w riting 
of 
legends, family trees, and 
the history of aboriginal and 
native tribes — all gleaned 
from tape-recorded con­ 
versations 
with 
villagers. 
Renter says, “I think we 
will succeed because we 
have a clearly defined goal, 
and use proven and tested 
innovative 
principles 
of 
communication.”

After 
six 
months 
of 
mowing and watering lawns, 
most homeowners will be 
glad to see their lawns turn 
brown after the first hard 
frost. But, to insure weed- 
free 
winter 
lawns 
and 
complete recovery of the 
grass next spring, a few 
chores remain. 
“Fall fertilization is the 
key 
to 
prolonging 
green 
color and promoting early 
spring recovery of tur- 
fgrasses,” says Dr. Richard 
L. 
Duble, 
turfgrass 
specialist with the Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension 
Service. “It also helps to 
produce a dense turf which 
discourages the invasion of 
winter weeds.” 
Duble recom m ends ap­ 
plying a balanced fertilizer 
(one 
which 
contains 
nitrogen, 
phosphorus 
and 
potassium 
in 
equal 
proportions, such as a 12-12- 
12 or 8-8-8) at a rate of one 
pound of nitrogen per 1,000 
square feet. 
This 
means 
eight pounds of a 12-12-12 
fertilizer or 12 pounds of an 
8-8-8 fertilizer per 1,000 
square feet. High nitrogen 
fertilizers should not be 
applied 
to 
St. 
Augustine 
lawns in the fall since they 
increase the susceptibility of 
the grass to brownpatch, a 
fungus disease. 
“If winter weeds 
have 
been a problem 
in 
past 
years, 
apply 
3 
preemer­ 
gence herbicide for ad 
ditional protection againsi 
weeds,” suggests the Texas 
A&M U niversity System 
specialist. M aterials con­ 
taining atrazine, benefin, 


bensulide 
and 
dacthal 
provide preemerge control 
of many winter annual 
weeds. Some preemergence 
herbicides are available in 
form ulations 
with 
fer­ 
tilizers, which simplifies the 
application procedure. 
“Be sure to follow label 
instructions in regard 
to 
grass species and rates of 
application 
when 
using 
herbicides,” cautions Duble. 
“ M a teria ls 
con tain in g 
atrazine should not be used 
around trees and shrubs.” 
The turfgrass specialist 
advises applying a fungicide 
on St. Augustine lawns to 
prevent 
dam age 
from 
brownpatch. 
Not 
only 
is 
brownpatch unsightly, but 
weeds generally em erge 
where 
the 
disease 
has 
weakened the grass. Also, 
spring recovery is delayed in 
areas damaged by brown­ 
patch. 
Fungicides 
containing 
PCNB (T erraclor, Ortho 
Lawn Fungicide), benomyl 
(Benalate, Tersan 1991) or 
chlorothalonil 
(D aconil) 
provide control of brown­ 
patch when applied a c ­ 
cording to label instructions. 
“Another 
fall 
task 
for 
homeowners is to remove 
excess accum ulations of 
grass clippings or 
tree 
leaves from the lawn. The 
excess debris from these 
sources increase 
thatch 
accumulation and create a 
favorable habitat for insects 
and disease organ ism s,” 
points out Duble. 
So, for the homeowner to 
maintain an attractive lawn 
in the fall and to insure good 


spring recovery, there are 
still a few tasks at hand. 
Fertilization and the use of 
preventative 
pesticides 
together 
with 
weekly 
mowing will help assure a 
beautiful lawn next spring.
